of the destroyer Wivern, with two 
Beotland yard detectives, went aboard 
and placed the archbishop ypnder 
arrest. They escorted the prelate, 
with his secretary, the Rev. Albert 
Vaughan, to a destroyer, which 
steamed toward Fishguard, where 
orders had been given to land the 
archbishop. 

A wireless from the admiralty, 
however, reached them en route, 
with ‘instructions to proceed to Pen- 
gance, at the extreme southwesterly 
tip of England. The archbishop was 
landed there this afternoon. He was 
accompanied by a representative of 
Scotland yard to the home of Canon 
Wade, and afterward took the night 
train for London. 

Thus the question of the landing 
place of Archbishop Mannix, which 
“for many days has been under dis- 
‘cussion by Irishmen everywhere, as 
well as the public in general, was 
answered. , 

London newspapers of all com- 
blexions, excepting only The Morn- 
ing Post, are unanimous in describ- 
ing the affair as a “blunder.” All 
the provincial papers take the same 
view. 

Prelate Goes to London. 

London, August 9.—(United News.) 
Forbidden to visit Manchester, Liv- 
' erpool or Glasgow, where large and 
sympathetic Irish colonies would be

»-over him, Archbishop Daniel Man- 
’ nix, the Australian Catholic prel- 
ate, who vexed the British govern- 
ment by his utterances in New York 
about Ireland, was permitted to pro- 
ceed toward London Monday night. 
He had been transhipped from the 
liner Baltic off Penzance en route to 
Liverpool, to a British destroyer and 
brought into Penzance. From that 
fashionable watering place he pro- 
ceeded to Plymouth, arriving at 10:30 
‘Monday evening, accor@ing to the 
correspondent of the Exchange Tel- 
egraph company. At 11:20 he was 
_tmecatch a train for London. 
~The. archbishop refused to make 
any comment on the unusual atten- 
tion he has been receiving from 
British officials and the press due 
to his position in the Irish contro- 
versy. But he did say that he had 
been treated with courtesy by the 
authorities who had made it their 
duty to divert him from Liverpvol. 
And he added that he had been 
granted permission to visit any- 
where in England or Scotland ex- 
cept Manchester, 

Giving Government Concern. 

Just what the Irish sympathizers, 
who have desired to make some- 
thing of a-hero of Archbishop Man- 
nix in this situation, will do now 
that he has been forbidden to go 
to them, is a matter that is giving 
“the government concern. It is pre- 
sumed that the authorities required 
him to give his word not to visit 
the forbidden areas, and that there- 
fore.if he is to adcress the Liver- 
pool and Manoffester and Glasgow 
Irish they will have to send delega- 
tions to some other city to meet 
him. Steps might even be taken to 
prevent this, under the powers con- 
ferred om the government by the 
defense of the realm act.

The Georgia general* assembly 
faces a call from Governor Dorsey 
to reconvene in extraordinary ses- 
sion as a result of the failure of 
the present session to provide a fi- 
nancial program that will take care 
of the vital*demands that are be- 
ing made upon the treasury of the 
state. 

That Governor Dorsey will bé 
confronted with the _ necessity of 
either disapproving a number of 
special appropriations, including the 
half million dollars for the old sol- 
diers, the $125,000 extra appropria- 
tion for Georgia Tech, the vitally- 
needed $300,000 for the care of the 
insane at the state sanitarium and 
other special itéms, or ealling the 
general assembly into  extraordi- 
nary session for the purpose of 
working out a financial program 
that will reconcile the demands 
upon the state treasury with the 
revenue of the commonwealth, is 
the expressed opinion of leading 
members of both branches of the 
legislature. 

Governor Facing Dilemma. 

The dilemma facing tHe governor 
was brought into outstanding relief 
Monday by the refusal of the con- 
stitutional amendments committee 
of the senate to approve the Arnold 
tax income measure, which was 
killed in committee by a vote of 10° 
to 5. This negative action waa tak- 
en by the committee despite *the 
proffered amendment by Senator 
Elders that proposed to fix the in- 
come tax gathered by the state at 
one-tenth of the present federal 
rate, and guaranteed that the ex- 
emptions would never be lowered. 

The Arnold income tax bill, a con- 
stitutional amendment, was looked 
upon by Representative George 
Carswell and other leaders of the 
House as a possible cure for the 
financial ills to which the state has 
fallen heir, and it was regarded as- 
the only hope for additional reve- 
nue, with the exception of the: 
Brown bond bill, which provides for 
the issuance of $5,000.00 in bonds 
by the state to meet emergencies 
and necessary expenses. 

The Brown bill, which comes up 
today, is not expected to pass, al- 
though its author, Representative 
Brown, of Clarke, has had much 
assurance of support. 


Threatened Filibuster. 
Following the action of the senate 
constitutional amendments commit- 
tee Monday afternoon in killing the 


Arnold income tax measure, Senator 
Eldérs, of the second district, gave 
notice that he would ffle a minority 
report, which would carr the 
names of Senators Flynt, abun, 
Bowden, Innis, Dixon and Elders, 
and he put the committee on nétice 
that should the rules committee of 
the senate refuse to provide for his 
minority resolution upon the calen- 
dar, he weuld conduct a filibuster 
throughout the remainder of the 
session, thereby killing the ratifi- 
cation of all appropriation bills.

RESOLUTION OPPOSED 
BY HENRY TROUTMAN 


Wording of Ballots on 
Reading of Bible in the 
Schools Declared Ambig- 
uous by W. D. Hoffman. 


Attendance on Bible reading in 
the public’ schools will. not be com- 
pulsory, according to the measure 
adopted by the board of education 
at its meeting Monday = afternoon. 
when a resolution was passed mak- 
ing the ‘period for Bible reading in 
each of the schools from 8:30 to 8:40 
each morning, with the provision 
that the roll shall not be called un- 
til 8:40. 

Henry Troutman,-vice president 
of the board, voted against the res- 
olution, which was the amended 
form of a resolutton introduced by 
W. H. Terrell, saying that the ef- 
fort to have the Biblé read in the 
schools was “a slap at the Jews and 
Catholics” and was not a just step. 
Mr. Troutman requested that his 
vote against the measure be record- 
ed in the. minutes. 

The lack of lucidity in the word- 
ing of the ballots in the referen- 
dum held in connection with the re- 
cent primary on the question of Bi- 
ble reading was also criticised by 
W. D. Hoffman, a member of the 
board. Mr. Hoffman said that the 
two choices: “For reading the Bi- 
ble in the public schools without 
comment,” and “Against reading the 
Bible in the public schools without 
comment” were ambiguous, jn that 
the last gave the reader the im- 
pression that it signified favor of 
reading the Bible with comment. 

Accept J. 0. U. A. M. Offer. 

The resolution which the board 
adopted accepted the offer of the 
Junior Order of .United American 
Mechanics to provide the Bibles for 
use of the schools, further specify- 
ing that they shall be the American 
revised version. 

In objecting to the passage of the 
resolution indorsing Bible reading, 
Mr. Troutman said: 

“I am a Methodist myself, but I 
resent the attempt to have the Bible 
read as a step against any religion. 
The recent referendum does not 
make it right. History, in so far as 
we have’any authentic record of it. 
shows that the majority has always 
béem wrong in the question of 
morals or religion. The most bril- 
liant example of all is that of 
Christ. The majority crucified Him. 
I beliéve that this step is nothing 
more than a slap at the Jews and 
the Catholics of the city, and I wish 
to go on record as Opposing it.” 

Comment Is Discussed, 

It was also suggested by mem- 
bers of the board, in the general 
discussion of the measure, that the 
Bible could not be read, strictly 
speaking, without comment. Be- 
cause, it was said, the inflection of 
the reader’s voice, the selection of 
a chapter or of a verse, all these 
things could be taken as comment 
in the impressionable mind of the 
child, 

The resolution provided that the 
board of education shall select the 
schedule and program of reading. 
and that teachers shall b¢ special- 
ly selected and appointed for the

in Lambs Club—Slavin 
Still Unconscious in 
Hospital. 


New York, August 9.—Searching 
investigation of the circumstances 
which resulted in serious injuries to 
John C. Slavin, veteran musical 
comedy actor, who is unconscious in 
a hospital, was ordered this after- 
noon by District Attorney Swann. 

The condition of Mr. Slavin, who 
was found yesterday unconscious 
from a fractured skull and concus- 
sion of the brain near the residence 
of John J. McGraw, manager of the 
New York National baseball club, 
today was reported slightly improv- 
ed, with an even chance for recov- 
ery. 


Acting upon instructions from Mr. 


Swann, Assistant District Attorney 
Marrow questioned detectives who 
have been working on the case in an 
effort to learn whether Slavin re- 
ceived his injuries at the Lambs 
club, which he had visited with Mec- 
Graw ahd Winfield Ligett, a retired 
naval officer, or whether the inju- 
ries were sustained at a point near 
where he was found, 

The house committee of the 
Lambs tonight issued a statement 
saying that McGraw precipitated an 
altercation in the club early Sun- 


day morning whén he mistook an 
actor for a man with whom he “had 


a difference.” 
McGraw “grossly insulted this 


member, was very violent and abu- 
Sive, and provoked a quarrel in 
which the club member was on the 
defénsive,” it was stated. 

“After the difference had been 
Settied, Mr. Slavin ehdeavored: to 
persuade his friend, Mr. McGraw, to 
leave the club, and he and Com- 
mander Ligett put Mr. McGraw into 
a taxicab and took him away from 
the club. Mr. Slavin had at no time 
any part in the altercation, except 
aS a peacemaker, and left the club 
in a perfectly normal condition.” 

At the hospital, doctors who ex- 
amined Slavin, said he could nat 
have been so badly injured at the 
Lambs and then been able to get 
out of the McGraw taxi at the Mc- 
Graw apartment. 

Efforts to locate McGraw and get 
his. version of the affair so far have 
been unsuccessful.

Will Present Liberty

At one of the most enthusiastic 
patriotic rallies ever held m Fulton 
county, Atlanta post, No.-1, of the 
American Legion, before a crowd of 
nearly 1,500 people, who packed 
Taft hall and overflowed into the 
lobby, adopted a resolution appro- 
priating $2,000 .to purchase Tom 
Watson’s Liberty bonds, which he 
has announced have occasioned him 
a financial loss of $300, and pledged 
once again their determination to 
fight the Thomson editor and 
Thomas W. Hardwick to the finish 
in Georgia. 

The resolution, together with the 
letter to Watson which accompanies 
it, and which are published in an- 
other column of The Constitution, 
sets forth the fact that Watson has 
repeatedly stated in his speeches 
over the state that he has bought 
bonds to the amount of $2,000, and 
that he has lost money on the trans- 
action; and that the legion, pro- 
vided the senatorial candidate 
agrees to sell the bonds, offers 
them to either of the campaign 
funds of Hardwick or Watson pro- 
viding they can prove any or part 
of the charges which these men 
have made against the legion be- 
fore three judges of the supreme 
court of Georgia. The resolution 
further states that this action is 
taken in order to remove the bonds 
of the United States government 
from unpatriotic to patriotic hands,

Nashville, August 9.—Prompt rat- } 
ification of the federal woman suf- 
frage amendment in order that the 
women of the country might “share 
in shaping the destiny of the re- 
public,” was urged by ‘Governor 
Roberts today in his message to the 
Tennessee legislature, which met in 
extraordinary session to act upon 
the measure. 

The governor, stating that “gov- 
ernment by political parties is the 
best, safest and most responsive to 
the will of the people,” and, quot- 
ing platform declarations of the 
republican and democratic parties 
on the suffrage issue, declared that 
“party platforms have been accept- 
ced as party law and are so regard- 
ed as sacred pledges by members of 
those parties elected upon such 
platforms.” 

‘Platform declarations of the re- 
puBlican and democratic state con- 
ventions, both of which favored cuf- 
frage, also were quoted. 

Both Parties Committed.’ 

“It thus appears,” he said, “that 

both political parties have clearly

Mr. Alexander read extracts from 
the Congressional Record showing 
Hardwick’s vote against the sedi- 
tion bill, the nitrate bill, the war 
finance bill, the ship purchase bill, 
the fuel control bill, the food con- 
trol bill, the railroad bill, and 
showed that he had offered an 
amendment to keep the drafted men 
from being sent to France, stating 
that “the professional soldiers could 
g0, but the others should not.” 

In enlarging on the different 
bills in question Mr. Alexander 
stated that if “he had opposed only 
‘one or two bills it might be admit- 
ted that he was actuated by good 
motives, but sinee he voted against 
practically every bill presented for 
the prosegution of the war there 
could be only one statement to 
make with reference to that, and 
that was he was disloyal.” 

Bills Were Essential. 

“Every one of these bills were es- 
sential, and grammar school chil- 
dren could tell you that,” stated 
Mr. Alexander. “And still Watson 
has the affrontery -to come before 
the voters of this state and ask 
for one of the highést offices’ in 
your power to bestow. 

“There will be rejoicing in Petro- 
grad and in Berlin if Tom Hard- 
wick and his co-worker and co- 
conspirator are elected to the of- 
fices to which they aspire. There

The premiers decided upon meas- 
ures in support of Poland limited 
to military advice, munitions ship- 
ments and naval méasures, which 
imply resumption of a naval block- 
ade around Russia. Allied troops,

Defeat of the “water power” bill 
which has been so strongly advo- 
cated by the Municipal league came 
just before the senate adjourned 
Monday afternoon, when the upper 
house by a vote of 27 to 16 voted 
to disagree to the report of the com- 
mittee, which was favorable to the 
passage of the bill. 

The measure was introduced in 
the senate by Senators Dorris, Rab- 
un, Smith, Kea, Duncan and Olive

‘This bond issue was to 
be made upon the approval of two- 
thirds of the voters actually voting 
in an election called for, this pur- 
pose,

Dayton, Ohio, August 9.—Interest 
of Governor Cox in the notification 
ceremonies of .his running mate, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, was mani- 
fested in a statement issued tonight 
by the democratic presidential can- 
didaté\ commenting on Mr. Roose- 
Velt’s personality and acceptance 
address. .

philosophy of joy.” 

Governor Cox reserved comment 
until his future speeches, at least, 
on the statement of Senator Har- 
ding’s headquarters criticising his 
acceptance address. The governors 
frien@s said it was not expected 
that his address would meet with 
approval of the Harding camp. 

The first speech of h traveling 
route, next Thursday at the Camp 
Perry, Ohio, rifle contest, will not 
deal importantly with major cam- 
paign issues, the governor stated 
tonight. He plans to discuss prin- 
cipally the part of the national 
guard in the war.

Late in the day Ponzi was clos- 
eted in conference with United 
—— Attorney Daniel J. Gallagher 
and Edwin L. Pride, the federa) au- 
ditor engaged in going over his ac- 
counts, but at adjournment nothing 
was given out except the _ state- 
ment that the conference , would 
be resumed tomorrow. ne of 
Ponzi’s attorneys, however, said 
they had been, eng@ged in “check- 
ing up on the audit.” There was 
nothing to indicate that the re- 
port of the audit had been filed. 

Ponzi himself, in a statement to 
newspaper men, ‘discussing the 
day’s developments, reiterated that 
he was solvent and that he e- 
sired to have the investigations 
completed as soon as possible so 
he might resume his business op- 
erations. He said he had a certi- 
fied check for $1,500,000, subject ta 
thirty days* notice of withdrawal 
at the Hanover Trust company, 
where, it is alleged, Tre has over- 
drawn one account, and added that 
he had on deposit in the form of 
funds and seturities at other insti- 
tutions tm this city amounts more 
than sufficient to, cover. all  lia- 
bilities. 

Bank Commissioner Allen, in 
statement explaining his order 
the Hanover Trust company, said 
he had found that the account of 
Lucy Martelli, trustee for Ponzi, 
had been overdrawn, and was there- 
fore compelled to take action. He 
refused to say how much the ac- 
count had been overdrawn.

Accepting the Democratic 
Vice Presidential Nomi- 

nation, Roosevelt Says 
Real Peace Must Include 
League of Nations. 


BUT U. S. CONSTITUTION 
MUST REMAIN SUPREME 


League Called Practical 
Solution of Pratical 


Question—Great Crowd 
Attended the Notifica- 


tion Exercises. 


Hyde Park, N. Yt, August ?.—Be- 
fore a crowd of several thousand 
persons, who stood for nearly two 
hours under a sweltering August 
sun, Franklin D. Roosevelt gave an 
address, ormally accepting the 
democratic nomination for vice 
president here today. He urged 
ratification of the peace treaty, 
“which, to make it a real treaty for 
a real peace, must include a league 
of nations. 

“The league of nations,” he as- 
serted, “is a practical solution of a 
practical situation. It is no more 
perfect than our original constitu- 
tion, which has been amended 
eighteen times and will soom we 
hope, be amended the nineteenth, 
was perfect. It is not anti-national, 
it is anti-war. 

“Through it we may, with nearly 
évery other duly constituted gov- 
ernment in the whole world, throw 
our moral force and our potential 
power into the scale of peace. 
That such objects could be con- 
trary to Amcrican policy Is unthink- 
able; but if there be any citizen 
who has honest fears that it_may 
be perverted from its plain intent 
so as to conflict with our estab- 
lished form of government it will 
be simple to declare to him and to 
other nations that the constitution 
of the United States is in every 
way supreme. 

To Join With the Nations, 

“Today we are offered a seat at 


the table of the family of nations, 
to the end that smatler peoples may 
be truly safe to work out their own 
destiny. We shall take that place. 
I say so because I have faith—faith 
that this nation has no selfish des- 
tiny; faith that our people are not 
afraid to do their part.” 

Referring to domestic issuep, Mr. 
Roosevelt urged extension of teach- 
ing to the illiterate, strengthening 
of the immigration laws to exclude 
the physically and morally unfit, 
higher salaries to government em- 
ployees, further protection of child 
life and women in industry and rer 
organization of governmental ma- 
chinery. 

The ceremonies were held at 
Springwood, the Rooseveit ances- 
tral estate, at 3 o’clock this after- 
noon. Mr. Roosevelt spoke from 
the front veranda ‘of his home, 
which was gaily decorated with 
American flags. 

Homer S. Cummings, former chair- 
man of the democratic national 
committee, who delivered the for- 
mal address of notification, and mem- 
bers of the notifiction committee 
and guests occupied seats near the 
speakers. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels, 
Governor Smith, Chairman George 
White, of the democratic national 
commitee; William G. McAdoo, for- 
mer secretary of the treasury; Nor- 
man E. Mack, democratic national] 
committeeman from New York; 
former Governor Martin H. Glynn, 
and Abram I. Elkus, former ambas- 
sador to TuNey, were among the 
prominent national and state figures 
who attended the exercises. 

Big Tammany Delegation. 

One of the unique features of the 
celebration was the presence of @ 
Tammany delegation of 500, includ- 
ing\150 women, who arrived on a 
special train from New York. Charles 
F. Murphy, Tammany chieftain, sent 
wordthat he was unable to attend, 
but many of his lieutenants Were 
on hand. Mr. Roosevelt's early po- 
litical successes are attributed by 
his friends to his opposition to Tam- 
many, but apparently past differ- 
ences were forgotten today in the 
desire to present a united front in 
the coming campaign. 

Mr. Roosevelt closely followed his 
manuscript, and was listened to with 
intense interest. Three of four 
times, during the course of his 


speech, his vofce was drowned out 
by the noise of an airplane which 
enared overhead, and he was forced

“Mr. Roosevelt's declaration that 
the War was but half won with the 
victory of the armed forces, and 
that he looked forward to “the inter- 
national settlement which will make 
it umnecessary to send again two 
million men across ‘the sea,” was 
greeted with prolonged cheers. The 
crowd also apparently enjoyed his 
attack on the republican senators, 
frequently interrupting thim with 
such expressions as “Attaboy Frank, 
hit him again,’ “sic em,” “that’s the 
stuff” and ‘give it to them strong.” 
Mr, Roosevelt will go to New York 
early tomorrow for a final confer- 


fore beginning his first campaign 
‘tour. He will leave New York late 
tomorrow for Chicago, where he 
wil make his openi speech in the 
auditorium on Wednesday evening. 
From Chicago he will go to the Pa- 
cific coast and back, speaking in 
fifteen different states. 
Cummings Tells Roosevelt. 

The American people have paid a 
“staggering penalty” for the re- 
publican victory at the polls in 1918, 
Homer 8S. Cummings declared in 
formally notifying Mr. Roosevelt of 
his nomination as the democratic 
Party’s candidate for the vice pres- 
idency. 

Undisputed in the “material and 
moral leadership. of the world,” 
when the armistice: was signed, he 
said, “who will deny that our title 
to that leadership has been griev- 
ously impaired, if not completely 
lost?” 

“What has happened to account 
for this lowering of morale and 
the forfeiture of the place of honor 
Which had been won by American 
arms and American statesman- 
ship?” Mr, Cummings asked. 

“The answer is not far to seek. 
Practically coincident with the pub- 
lication of the armistice, came the 
news tMat the republican party had 
been successful] in the congressional 
elections of 1918. From that mo- 
ment American progress. stopped, 
partisanship took possession of pub- 
lic affairs and republican leaders 
became more interested in political 
success than in national honor. The 
results were immediate and disas- 
trous. 

“Every enemy of society, of peace 
or of civilization, took quick ad- 
vantage of the fatal period of hesi- 
tancy. Amercan commerce, which 
ought to have been seeking every 


port in the world, was unable to de- 
velop adequate trade channels or 
find settled basis for development. 
All the processes of national life 
were impaired and there was 
gradual accumulation of domestic 
problems which have not been ad- 
justed and, which cannot be satis- 
factorily dealt with until our rela- 
tionship totherest of the world has 
been determined. 
Paid Staggering Penalty 

“There has not been an hour since 
the November elections of 1918 dur- 
ing which the American people 
have not paid a staggering penalty 
for the republican triumph of that 
year. There is but one way out. 
There is but one clear path of duty. 
It is to redeem America’s: word to 
the world and’ to assume, without 
hesitation, our share of the task of 
rehabilitating. the broken structure 
of civilization. 

“The democratic party is uncon- 
querable in its hold upon the truth 
that America belongs to the world 
and cannot serve herself while 
breaking faith with others. Such is 
our cause and our purpose. That 
you will hold high the standard we 
place in your hands we do not for 
a moment doubt.” 

Speaking of the republican con- 
vention at Chicago, Mr. Cummings 
said “timidity and cunning” were 
the essential characteristics of the 
platform adopted there. 

“It seems to be the product of 
men who have lived for many years 
in the blind stupor of moral nega- 
tion,” he said, adding that the re- 
publican candidate ultimately chos- 
en “was not, in fact, the choice of 
any considerable number of the del- 
egates,” and that the nomination 
“could not evoke any popular re- 
sponse, and, indeed, it failed to cre- 
ate enthusiasm in the registering 
convention itself.” 

At San Francisco, he said, “the 
candidates emerged from the delib- 
erations of that body (the demo- 
cratic convention) as the free choice 
of a united party, bearing no -taint 
upon their title to leadership, honor 
and respect.” 

“The republican party, since 1912,” 
Mr. Cummings said, “has been the 
party of destructive criticism. It 
has made a specialty of fault-find- 
ing. In peace, in War and in our 
relatious with other countries,. the 
settled purpose of republican lead- 
ership has been to make trouble, 
irrespective of the merits of any 
problem involved. It has persist- 
ently sought to’ increase irritation 
agd discontent, rather than to allay 
them. Fom every element of dis- 
cord; and even of sedition, it has 
sought to draw some resultant of 
partisan advantage. Its purpose has 
been, and still is, repudiation and 
retreat.”’ 

Text of Roosevelt’s Address. 
Mr. Roosevelt's speech follows: 
Mr. Cummings and Ladies and 

Genetlemen of the Committee: I 
accept the nomination for the office 
of vice president with humbleness 
and with a deep wish to give to 
our beloved country the best that is 
in me. No one could receive a 
higher privilege Or opportunity 
than to be thus associated with 
men and ideals which I am confi- 
dent will soon receive the support 
of the majority of our citizens. 

In fact, I could: not conscientious- 
ly-accept it, if I had not come to 
know by the closest intimacy that 
he who is our selection for the 
presidency, and who is my chief 
and yours, is a man possessed of 
ideals which are also mine. He will 
give to America that kind of lead- 
ership which will make us respect 
him, and bring further greatness to 
our land. In James M. Cox I recog- 
nize one who can lead this nation 
forward in an unhalting march of 
progress. 

Two ‘great problems will confront 
the next administration; our rela- 
tions with the world and the press- 
ing need of organized progress at 
home. The latter includes a sys- 
tematized and intensified deveiop- 
ment of our’ resources and a pro- 
gressive betterment of our citizen- 
ship. These matters will requizve 
the -guiding hand of a president 
who can see his country above his 
party and who, having a clear vis- 
ion of things as they.are, has also 
the ,. independence, courage and 
skill to guide us along the road to 
things as they should be without 
swerving one footstep at th- dicta- 
tion of narrow partisans who whis- 
per “party” or of: gelfish interest 
that murmur “profits.” 

In our world problems we must 
either shut our eyes, sell our new- 
ly-built merchant marine to more 
far-seeing foreign powers, crush 
utterly by embargo and harassing 
legislation our foreign trade, close 
our ports and build an impregnable 
wall of costly armaments and live, 
as the Orient used to live, a hermit 
nation, dreaming of the past: or we 
must open our eyes and see that 
modern civilization has becoine s> 
complex and the lives of ‘civilized 
men so interwoven with the lives 
of other men in other countries as 
to make it impossible to be in this 
world and not of it. We must see 
that it is impossible to avoid’ ex- 
cept by mdénastic seclusion § those 
honorable and intimate foreign re- 
lations which the fearful-hearted 
shudderingly miscal!l by that devil's 
ce chword “international complica- 

ons.” 


Our Heme Problem. 


As for our home problem, we have 
awakened by this war into a 


| startled realization of the archaic 


shortcomings of our governmental 


ence with nationa} party leaders be-} 


machinery and of the need for the 
kind of reorganization which only 
a clear thinking business man, ex- 
perienced in the technicalities of 
governmental procedure, can carry 
out. Such a man we have. One who 
h so successfully reformed .the 
business management of his own 
great state is obviously capabie of 
doing greater things. This is no 
time to experiment with men who 
believe that their party can do no 
wrong and that what is good for 
the selfish interests of a_ political 
party is of necessity good for the 
nation as well. I as a citizen be- 
lieve that this year we should 
choose as president a proved execu- 
tive. We need to do things; not to 
talk about them. 

“Much has been said of late about 
good Americanism. It is right that 
it should have been said, and it is 
right that every chance should be 
seized to repeat the basic truths 
underlying our prosperity and our 
national existence itself. But it 
would be an unusual and much to 
be wished for thing if in the com- 
ing presentation of the issues a 
new note of fairness and generosity 
could be struck. Littleness, mean- 
ness, falsehood, extreme partizan- 
ship—these are not in accord with 
American spirit. I like ‘to think 
that in this respect also we are 
moving forward. 

Let us be definite. We have pass- 
ed through a great war—an armed 
conflict which called forth every 
effort on the part of the whole 
population. The war was won by 
republicans as well as by demo- 
crats. Men of all parties served 
in our armed forces. Men and 
women of all parties served the 
government at home. They strived 
honestly as Americans, not as mere 
partisans. Re~ublicans and demo- 
crats alike worked. in administra- 
tive positions, raised Liberty loans, 
administered food control, toiled in 
munition plants, bullt ships. The 
war was brought to a successful 
conclusion by a glorious common 
effort—one which in the years to 
come will be a national pride. I 
feel very certain that our children 
will come_to regard our participa- 
tion as memorable for the broad 
honor and hongsty which marked it, 
for the absénce of unfortunate 
scandal and for the splendid unity 
of action which extended to every 
portion of the nation. It would, 
therefore, not only serve little pur- 
pose, but would conform ill to our 
high standards if any person should 
in the heat of political rivalry seek 
to manufacture political advantage 
out of a nationally conducted strug- 
gle. We have seen things on too 
large a scale to listen in this day. 
to trifles or to believe in the ade- 
quacy of trifling men. 


Vision of Bigger Outlook. 


It is that same vision of the big- 
ger outlook of national and individ- 
lual life which will, I am sure, lead 
us to demand that the men who 
represent us in the affairs of our 
government Shall be more than 
politicians or the errand boys of 
politicians—that they shall subordi- 
nate always the individual ambi- 
tion and the party advantage to the 
national good. In the long run the 
true statesman and the honestly 
forward looking party will prevail. 

Even as the nation entered the 
war for an ideal, so it has forming 
from the war with the determina 
tion that the ideal shall not die. I 
is idle to pretend that the war 
declaration of April 6, 1917, was a 
mere act of self-defense, or that 
the object of our participation was 
solely to defeat the military power 
of the central nations of Europe. 
We Knew them as a nation, even as 
we know today, that success on 
land and sea could be but half a 
victory. The other half is not won 
yet. To the cry of the French at 
Verdun: “They shall not pass;” the 
cheer~of our own men in the Ar- 
gonne: “We shall go through’—we 
must add this, “It shall not. occur 
again.” This is the positive decla- 
ration of our own: wills; that the 
world shall be saved from a repeti- 
tion of this crime. To this end the 
democratic party offers a treaty of 
peace, which, to make it a real 
treaty for a real peace must include 
a league of nations; because this 
peace treaty, if our best and bravest 
are not_to have’died in vain, must 
be no tHinly disguised armistice de- 
vised by cynieal statesmen to mask 
their preparations for a renewal of 
greed-inspired conquests later on. 
“‘Peace” must mean peace that will 
last. A practical, workable, per- 
mament, enforcible kind of a peace 
that will hold as tightly as the 
business contracts of the individual. 

fe must indeed be, above all 
things, businesslike and practical 
in this peace treaty-making busi- 
ness of ours. The league of nations 
is a practical solution of a practical 
Situation. It is no more perfect 
than our original constitution, 
which has been amended eighteen 
times and will soon, we hope, be 
amended the nineteenth, was per- 
fect. It is not anti-national, it ‘is 
anti-war. No super-nation, bind- 
ing us to the decisions of its tribu- 
nals is suggested, but the method 
and machinery by which the opin- 
ion of civilization may become ef- 
fective against those who seek war 
is at least within the reach of hu- 
manity. Through it we may with 
nearly every other duly constituted 
government in the whole world 
throw our moral force and our po- 
tential power intothe scale of peace. 
That such an object should be con- 
trary to American policy is wn- 
thinkable, but if there be any citi- 
zen who has honest fears that it 
may be perverted from its plain in- 
tent so as to conflict with our 
established form of government, it 
will be simple to declare to him 
and to the other nations that the 
constitution of the Unied States is 
in every way supreme. There must 
be no equivocation, no vagueness, 
no doubt dealing with the people on 
this issue. The league will not die. 
An idea does not die which meets 
the call of the hearts of our moth- 
ers. 


No Peace by Resolution. 


So, too, with peace. War may be 
“declared.” peace cannot. It must 
be established by mutual consent, 
by a meeting of the minds of the 
parties in interest. From the prac- 
tical point of view alone a peace 
by resolution. of congress is un- 
workable. From the point of view 
of the millions of splendid Ameri- 
cans who served in that whirlwind 
of war and of those other millions 
at home who saw, in our part of the 
conflict, the splendid hope of days 
of peace for future generations, a 
peace by resolution of congress is 
an insult and a denial of our na- 
tional purpose. 


Today we are offered a seat at 
the table of the family of nations 
to the end that smaller peoples may 
be truly safe to work our their 
own destiny, to the end that the 
sword shall not follow on the heels 
of the merchant, to the end that the 
burden of increasing mdrines and 
navies shall be lifted from the 
shoulders of a world already stag- 
gering under the weight of tax- 
ation. We shall take that place. 1 
Say so because I have faith—faith 
that this nation has no selfish des- 
tiny, faith that our people are look- 
ing into,the years bevond for better 
things, and that they are not afraid 
to do their part. 

The fundamental outlook on the 
associations between this republic 
and the other nations can never be 
very different in character from, 
the principles which one applies to 
our own purely international af- 
fairs. A man who opposes concrete 
reforms and improvements in in- 
ternational relations ts of necessity 
a reactionary, or at least a conser- 
vative in viewing his home prob- 
lems. 

We can well rejoice in our great 
land, in our great citizenship 
brought hither out of many kin- 
dreds and tongues, but to fulfill 
our true destiny we must be 
xlad also for the opportunity for 
greater service. So much cal's to 
us for ection, and the need is so 
pressing that the slacker of péace 
is a greater menace than the slack- 
er of war. Progress will come not 
through the talkers, but through 
the doers. ; 

It is for this reason that I am 
especially happy in the pledges giv- 
en in the platform of the democrat- 
ic party. That document is definite. 
It is a solemn pledge that, given 
the authority, our party will accom- 
plish clear aims. 


Fer Better Citizenship. 


Among the most pressing of these 
national needs I place the better- 
ing of our citizenship, the exten- 
sion of teaching to over 5,000,000 of 
our popolation above the age of ten 
who are illiterate, the strengthen- 
ing of our immigration laws to ex- 


clude the physically and moralix 
unfit, the improvement of working 
conditions especially in the congest- 
ed centers, the extension of com- 
munications to make rural life more 
attractive, the further protection of 
child life and of women in indus- 
try. All of these demand action. 
If we raise the standard of educa- 
tion, of physical fitness, of moral 
sense, the generations to come will 
have no difficulty in coping with 
the problems of material econo- 


mics. 

So also with regard to the further 
development of our natural re- 
sources we offer a constructive and 
definite objective. We begin to ap-

ing, but thrift by t 
what we have at hand. Our efforts 
in the past have been scattered. It 
is now time to undertake a well 
considered co-ordinated plan of de- 
velopment, so that each year will 
see progress along definite lines. 
The days of “pork-barrel” legisla- 
tion are over. Every dollar of our 
expenditures for port facilities, for 
inland waterways, for flood control, 
for the reclamation of swamp and 
arid lands, for highways, for pub- 


‘lic buildings, shall be expended only 


by trained men in accordance with 
a continuing plan. 

The golden rple of the true pub- 
lic servant is to give to his work 
the same or even higher interest 
and efficiency than he would give 
to his private-affairs. There is no 
reason why the effectiveness of the 
national government should not at 
least approximate that of well con- 
ducted private business. Today 
this is not the case: I may be par- 
doned if I draw on my experience 
of over seven years in an adminis- 
trative position to state unequiv- 
ocally that the governmental ma- 
chinery requires reorganization. 
The system, especially the 
war, has become antiquated. No 
mere budget system, much as we 
need that. will correct the faults. 

First of all, the methods of the 
legislative branch of the national 
government, especially in the up- 

er house, requires drastic changes. 
it is safe to say that the procedure 
of the congress has progressed less 
with the times than in any other 
business body in the country. Yet 
it is upon the congress that every 
executive department must wait. 
Appeals to the house and senate in 
the last session fell on apparently 
deaf ears. 

Great Changes Needed. 


since 


great changes must take place. The 
functions of the departments should 
be redistributed along common- 
sense lines and methods provided 
to \standardize and prevent dupli- 
cation of effort. Further, it is high 
time that government employment 
be placed upon a proper level. Un- 
der the safeguard of civil service 
the salaries must approximate those 
paid in private employ. Today we 
are faced with the fact that the 
majority of the most efficient go0v- 
ernment employees leave the service 
when they are becoming moégt valu- 
able. The less useful remain. 
Many millions of dollars could be 
saved to the taxpayers by reclassi- 
fication of the service, by the pay- 
ment of adequate compensation 
and by the rigid momma of 
those who fail to measure up to a 
high standard. All of this also has 
been called to the attention of the 
present congress without result, 
and congress only can authofize the 
medy. ef 
rert is a particular pleasure to 
know that if we are sustained by 
the people in the election, the coun- 
trv will have as its chief execu- 
tive a man who has alreaoy amply 
established his reputation as a suc- 
cessful administrator by the reor- 
ganization of the business methods 
of a great state. He is an engi- 
neer-statesman. The task before 
the national government can also 
be assisted by a sympathetic co- 
operation between the executive and 
the legislative branches, and in fhis 
work partisanship must not enter. 

In the consideration of the needs 
of the countrv and the conduct of 
its affairs I like to dwell particu- 
larly on that part of Lincoln’s im- 
mortal phrase which speaks of 
“eovernment for the people. Ser- 
vice on the part of men and wom- 
en in the government is not 
enough; it must he unselfish ser- 
vice, it must be service with suffi- 
celent breadth of view to include 
the needs and conditons of every 
kind of citizen, of every section of 
the land. Sueh a body of workers 
would make impossible a return to 
the conditions’of twenty years ago 
when men in the halls of congress 
and in the executive branches al- 
most openly represented special ine 
terests or considered the obtaining 
of appropriations for their own lo- 
ealities as of more weight than 
the welfare of the United States as 
a whole. Such a spirit of unsel- 
fishness uld prevent also the for- 
mation of cliques or oligarchies in 
the senate for the retarding of pub- 
ic business. 
” Some people have been saying of 
late: “We are tired of progress, 
we want to go back to where we 
were before, to go about our own 
business, to restore ‘normal condi- 
tions.” They are wrone. This is 
not the wish of America. We can 
never go back. The good old 
days” are gone past forever; we 
have no regrets. For our eyes are 
trained ahead—forward to better 
days. In this faith I am strength- 
ened bv the firm belief that the 
women of this nation, now about to 
receive the natinal franchise, will 
throw their weight into the scale 
of progress and will be unbound 
by partisan prejudices and a too 
narrow outlook on natfonal prob- 
lems. We cannot anchor our ship 
of state in this world tempest, nor 
can we return to the placid har- 
pour of long years ago. We must 
go forward or founder. 

America’s Opportunity. 

America’s opportunity is at hand. 
We can lead the world by a great 
example, we can prove this nation 
a living, growing thing, with poli- 
cies that are adequate to new con- 
ditiens. In a thousand ways this is 
our hour of test. The democratic 
program offers a larger life for our 
country, a richer destiny for our 
people. It is a plan of hope. In 
these chiefly let it be our aim _ to 
build up, not to tear down. Our 
opposition is to the things which 
once existed, in order that they may 
never return. We oppose money in 
politics, we oppose the private con- 
trol of*national finances, we oppose 
the treating of human beings as 
commodities, we oppose the mloon- 
bossed city, we oppose starvation 
wages, we oppose rule by groups or 
cliques. In the same way we OPp- 
pose a mere period of coma in our 
national life. 

A greater America is our object- 
ive. Definite and continuing study 
shall be made of our industrial. fis- 
cal and social problems. Definite 
and continuing action shall result 
therefrom, and neither the study | 
nor the action shall be left to emo- 
tional caprice or the opportunisin 
of any groups of men. We need a 
co-operation of the ablest and the 
wisest heads in the land, irrespect- 
ive of their politics. So we shall 
grow—sanely, humanly, honorably. 
happily—conscious at the end that 
we handed on to those that follow 
us the knowledge that we have not 
allowed to grow dim the light of 
the American spirit brought hith- 
er three hundred years ago by the 
Pilgrim Fathers. 

The coming years are laden with 
significance. and much will depend 
on the immediate decision of Amer- 
ica. This is the time when men and 
women must determine for them- 
selves wherein our future lies. I 
look to it for progress. In the es- 
tablishment of good will and mu- 
tual help among nations, in the end- 
ing of-wars and the miseries that 
wars bring, in the extension of hon- 
orable commerce, in the interna- 
tional settlement which will make 
it unnecessary to send again two 
million of our men across the sea. 
I look to our future for progress, 
in better citizenship. in less waste, 
in fairer remuneration for our la- 
bor. in more efficient governing, in 
hizher standards of living. 

To this future I dedicate myself, 
willing, whatever may be the choice 
of the people, to continue to help 
as best as I am able. It is the 
faith which is in me that makes me 
very certain that America will 
choose the nath of progress and set 
aside the doctrines of despair, the 
whisperings of cowarlice, the nar- 
row rosea to yesterday. May the 
Guiding Snirit of our land keep onr 
feet on the broad road that leads 
to a better tomorrow and give to us 
strength to carry on.

Sugar cane produces greater rev- 
enue per acre devoted to it than 
is possible with any other crop 
that can be successfully grown in 
Georgia, -with the single exception 
of tobacco, and the legislature can 
well afford to give attention, and 
some of the state’s money, to pro- 
tect such an industry.

“Therefore, in the sincere hope 
and confident belief that you will 
at an early date ratify this*amend- 
ment and follow up this action with 
proper legislation placing women 
upon an equal footing with men at 
the ballot box,” concluded the mes- 
sage. “I submit this issue to you 
as perhaps the most far-reaching 
and momentous one on which any 
body of men has been called to pass 


since the establishment of our gov- 
ernment.” 

The senate and house both ad- 
journed until tomorrow after an 
hour’s session and without t in- 
troduction of the ratification résolu- 
tions. Leaders said these probably 
would be offered tomorrow and 
would be referred to the judiciary 
committees which, if inclined to do 
so, would conduct hearings. A vote 
in either house was not regarded as 
probable before the end of the week 
at the earliest. 

With the exception of the mes- 
sage of Governor Roberts, greatest 
interest today was manifested in a 
caucus of republican members of 
the senate and house at which lead- 
ers previously had said an attempt 
would be made to pledge them to 
vote as a unit in favor of ratifica- 
tion. Former Governor Ben 
Hooper, Alfred Taylor, republican 
gubernatorial nominee; Will Taylor, 
representative in congress from the 
second district, and several other 
republican state leaders were pres- 
ent. Discussion of the situation, it 
was said, was participated in only 
by these leaders and by several leg- 
islators favorable to ratification. 
No action was taken toward adopt- 
ing the unit plan and several of 
those who were present declared no 
attempt was made to pledge the 
members to vote favorably on the 
ratification resolutions. Mr. Hoop- 
er and others, however, were said 
to have told the caucus that polit- 
ical expediency demanded that the 
republicans support ratification. 


Republicans Attacked, 


Parley P. Christensen, presiden- 
tial nominee of the farmer-labor 
party, in a formal statement to- 
night, declared that. refusal of the 
caucus to indorse the amendment 
was “a direct betrayal by the re- 
publican party of its platform 
pledge for woman suffrage, and 
Senator Harding, Will Hays and 
their associated republican leaders 
must plead guilty to the betrayal.” 
The republican membership was a 
minority membership, Mr. Christen- 
sen said, but he declared republican 
action favorable to ratification 
would force the democrats to ratify 
or to admit opposition to ratifica- 
tion. 

“For two weeks Nashville has 
harbored a group from afar, repre- 
senting themselves in many capaci- 
ties, but serving only one cause, 
namely, rejection of the amend- 
ment,” Mr. Christensen continued. 

‘Among the secret influences rep- 
resented here are Senators Brap- 
degee, of Connecticut, and Moses, 
of New Hampshire,” -Mr. Christen- 
sen charged. “These gentlemen had 
a lot to say in the Blackstone ho- 
tel-conference that picked Senator 
Harding as the republican nominee 
at Chicago. Ratification by the 
Tennessee legislature would mean

I certainly called at neadquar- 
ters When | took my baseball am- 
bitions to St. Mary’s. All told, 
there were forty-four ball teams in 
the school, and every boy on every 
team had dreams of being summoned 
One day to the big leagues. If 
baseball is the one and only all- 
American game, then our school was 
100 per cent American. 


We tried football for a while one 
autumn, but the field was hard and 
covered with bits of stick and 
broken glass and, after some of the 
boys had had a few pounds of meat 
scraped off in being tackled, we 
thought we had better go back to 
baseball. 

Like all kids, however, we tried 
everything. There was a basketball 
team, but I didn’t go in much for 
that, and there were some pretty 
g00d boxers in the school. I used 
to — on the gloves for exercise and 
a bloody nose now and then. But 1 
was not much of a success as a 
boxer—I loved to clout & baseball, 
but I didn’t like to clout another 
boy. I was a big kid, and could hit 
pretty hard, and I suppose I could 
have become a boxer if I had stuck 
to it. Kid McCoy thought I looked 
pretty good as a heavyweight last 
winter. He and a moving-picture 
actor got an idea when I was out in 
Los Angeles that I might be able 
to handle some of the big fellows in 
the ring and eventually knock Jack 
Dempsey for a home run. But this 
did not make such a hit with me. 
I had my batting eye, and I didn’t 
want to risk having it mussed up 
by some ring battler with years of 
experience. 

But let’s get back to baseball. 

» Training Ideas. 


Brother Matthias had the right 
idea about training a baseball club. 
He made every boy on the team play 
every position in the game, includ- 
ing the bench. A kid might pitch a 
Same one, day and find himself be- 
hind the bat the next, or Perhaps 
out in the sun-field. You’ see 
Brother Matthias’ idea was to fit a 
boy to jump in in any emergency 
and make good. So whatever I have 
at the bat or on the mound or in 
the outfield or even on the bases, I 
owe directly to Brother Matthias. 

I think 1 must have had an apti- 
tude for baseball because when I 
was in the Bwaddling league they 
could never keep a rattle in the 
cradle with me. At St. Mary’s I 
suess I gave more thought to the 
game when off the field than the 
other boys. I used to practice bat- 
ting with a couple of kids pitching 
to me. The balis they pitched were 
nat very fast, but I was learning 
to keep my eye on the ball—I’m go0-. 
ing to have a lot to say about that 
later. If the baseball fans think 
that my pome runs come easy now, 
they sho ld have seen the games at 
St. Mary’s in the early slugging 
days when I often made three 
homers in an afternoon. We played 
baseball practically all the year 
round, even in winter if the weather 
was good. It wasn’t anythine un- 
usual to play even three games in 
one day. My specialty was catch- 
ing, but under Brother Matthias’ 
rule I might pitch the second game 
of a duoble-header. And if a third 
fame was played I might find my- 
self at first. But I think I like 


Why, there were’ seasons at St. 
Mary’s when I made sixty or sev- 
enty home runs. But I wasn’t the 
only kid who punched them out.

to report for a uniform, as he had 
a place for me on the big team. 
I thought I had signed with the 
world’s champs because all the lit- 
tle kids used to point out the mem- 
bers of the big team and off to 
carry their gloves.

Il 
was spending as much time in the 
class room with my books as the 
average kid on the outside and Il 
was also learning the trade of shirt- 
making. Because the object of St. 
Mary’s was not only to give a boy 
an education, but to give him a 
practical trade as well. 

The brothers did not overlook the 
spiritual side, either. Every boy 
in the school went to church every 
day unless he was sick. You heard 
some pretty loud cheering at our 
ball games, from a lot of us who 
were said to be roughneckg, but 
Brother Matthias was theré, and 
out of respect for him, if for no 
ether reason, there was no bad lan- 
guage. For twelve years in St. 
Mary’s I went to church every day 
and I have never missed a Sunday 
since I t the school. 

One dfy during the winter of 
1913-14, I was out on a pond near 
the school sliding with a bunch 
of other fellows. I noticed a man 
crossing the grounds toward the 
principal's office. Just then I didn't 
pay mueh attention to him, but 
probably™would have thrown my 
arms around him if I had Known 
who he was and why he had come 
out to the school on that bleak 
winter’s day. ‘For, a few minutes 
later, one.of the little kids, always 
full of importance on any mission 
for a member of the regular ball 
club, came running up to me, all 
excited and out of breath, and stam- 
mered that a man wanted to see 
me in Brother Matthais’ office. 

My first thought was that some 
one had slipped on our slide or that 
I had busted somebody’s window 
with a long drive, and that I was 
going to get the dickens for it. 
There was nothine to do, however. 
but face the music, so I took one 
more running slide across the pond 
for luck, and walked up to the of- 
fice. I took my time, and, believe 
me, I didn't feel any too comforta- 
ble. é 
As I came in, I took off my cap 
and waited for it to happen. I look- 
ed from Brother Matthias to the 
visitor and was _ surprised, and a 
whole lot relieved, to find that no- 
body was scowling at me. Brother 
Matthias took me by the arm and 
led me around in front of the vis- 
itor to introduce me to somebody he 
me was John Dunn.

Jack Dunn, manager of the Balti- 
more Internationals. was sort of 
an idol to the boys of St. Mary’s, 
but hardly any of us had ever seen 
him, so the name “John Dunn” 
meant little to me.

He signed, and I was told 
to report to John Dunn—TI didn't 
dare think of him then as “Jack”— 
for the start of the training trip.

pay compensation to laborers who are 
physically hurt or otherwise damaged as & 


result of such employment, then laborers 

eught to be obligated to compensate em- 

ployers for damages they, singly or by or- 
ganized co-operation designediy do to em- 
. ployers as“a result of such employment. 

‘To prove the point I am making, let me 
remind you that on June 30 I had in the 
public press a letter. wherein I showed by 
statistics published by the United States 
government that our country put into France 
for the conduct of the war against Germany 
2 209,864 men, of whom 1,584,786 were com- 
batant troops, and that the labor unions 
in our states matched the patrioism, toils 
and perils of our soldiers in France by more 
than 6,000 strikes in the shops, mines, etc., 
at home, in 4,201 of which said strikes they 
had 2,386,285 men, with tools thrown down, 
not only refusing to do work essential to 
winning the war, but ina number of locali- 
ties absolut¢ly assaulting and driving from 
their jobs and even killing some of the men 
who were patriotically and indnstriously do- 
ing the work which these members of labor 
unions had openly withdrawn from doing. 

Now, I respectfully ask: What ‘‘compen- 
gation’ did these striking ‘‘workmen’’ give 
or pay to their employers, to the public, to 
the government for the damage which un- 
deniably they did to each of the three? 
And what ‘‘compensation’’ did the unin- 
corporated organizations which ordered, or 
permitted them to strike, pay to those whom 
their acts or consent damaged? 

I have but recently mailed to every mem- 
ber of the general assembly a copy of a let- 
ter which I wrote and sent to segators and 
represenfatives in congress, in which I show- 
ed that one organization alone—the Amalga- 
mated Street Car Bmployees’ association— 
had broucht on seventy-nine strikes in sixty- 
five cities in thisty-one states reaching 
from Maine, Georgia and other states bor- 
dering the Atlantic ocean to and including 
the three states bordering the Pacific ocean, 
in which states they had caused the dyna- 
miting, burning and other destruction of 
property and had assaulted and brutally 
wounded possibly one thousand law-abiding 
men, women and children and had killed 
several dozen others. What ‘‘compensation 
has this Amalgamated association, or have 
any of its members,. ever paid to those 
victims of its excuseless and ruthless devil- 
try? 

’ What Compensation for victims? 

And as is the record of the ‘‘organized’’ 
street car men so is the record of the ‘‘or- 
ganized” coal miners, copper miners, steel 
workers and other ‘“‘organized’’ workmen. I 
repeat the question: What ‘compet tion’’ 
have any of them paid to, the victim of, 
not the accidental mishaps, but the mur- 
derous assaults purposely made upon them by 
these ‘‘organized workmen ?’’
